A pathetic scene ensued when 
Mrs. McNetl, with her baby in her 
arma, rushed to her husband's body 
and fainted away. 

At the Receiving Hospital, Tracy, 
Sr., was treated by Police Surgeons 
Burke and Dunsmoor for lacera- 
tions of the left cheek, left ear, and 
cuts and bruises of the shins. These 
wounds, the police say, were re- 
ceived when he was struck and 
dragged down the stairs by McNeil

AN EXECUTIVE BUDGET. 


Mayor's Plan for C utting Cost of City 
Government Approved; Oust- 
ing of Boards Next. 


EVEN civic organizations have 
S approved the Mayor's plan for 

the adoption of an executive 
budget and their representatives 
yesterday appointed a committee to 
investigate his proposed plan for 
the elimination of commissions and 
boards. 

The organizations unanimously 
indorsing the executive budget 
scheme are the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Chamber of Commerce, Realty 
Board, Ad Club, Municipal League, 
Central Labor Council and the Tax- 
payers’ Association of California. 

The only civic organization that 
has yet considered the plan for 
eradicating commissions is the 
Chamber of Commerce. The direc- 
tors of that body unanimously ap- 
proved the plan and referred the 

George Dunlop is chairman of the 
special committee. He’ said yester- 
day he is in favor of the elimination 
of a large number of the commis 
sions, but doubts the advisability of 
doing away with the Playground 
Commission and others whose duties 
are not as Jheavy as the Board of 
Public Works, Public Service Com- 
mission, etc. Other members of the 
committee are Seth Brown, J. B. 
Van Nuys, W. H. Fischer and Wil- 
liam Mead. 

If the executive budget plan is 
adopted it will be based upon three 
essential points, as follows: 

Experienced expert advice. 

The helpful constraining influence 
of public opinion. 

The careful judgment 
Councilmen. 

The Mayor will be chairman of 
the Budget Committee and will look 
to the heads of departments for es- 
timates. All will get together and 
map out the annual budget. 

BUDGET SUMMARY. 


Following is a summary of the 
Proposed charter amendment, pro- 
viding for an executive budget: 

Fiscal year begins ber 1, thus 
making large reserve fu unneces- 
sary.

ECHO OF AUDITOR’S 
FIGHT AGAIN HEARD. 


APPELLATE COURT REVERSES 


ACTION FAVORABLE TO 
WALTER LEWIS, 


Another twist of the long fight of 
the county of Los Angeles against 


Walter A. Lewis, former County 
Auditor, appeared in the District 
Court of Appeal yesterday, 


that court reversed _ the judgment of 
Superior Judge Grant Jackson in 
granting the motion of Lewis to set 
aside a default for his failure to 
plead within the time allowed by 
law. 

The court held that it was con- 
ceeded that the epplication to have 
the default set aside had not been 
accompanied by a copy of the an- 
swer of pleading proposed to be 
filed, and was therefore defective. 

On February 1, 1918, an action 
was begun by the county and A. J. 
Cox, County Auditor, to enjoin Lewis 
from interfering with Cox in the 
performance of his public duties. 
Lewts was served with the summons 
on the same date, but failed to an- 
swer or otherwise plead within the 
ten days allowed by the law. On 
February 13, Lewis defaulted. Two 
days later Lewis was served with a 
notice of motion to set aside the 
default. 

On February 15, the motion was 
granted, but in the meantime a 
judgment had, at the request of the 
city, béen entered against Lewis 
through default. This was set aside 
on February 18, at the request of 
Lewis, although no notice of motion 
to set it aside was served upon the 
eity. 

The city contended that the order 
of the Superior Court setting aside 
the default of Lewis and the judg- 

ment based thereon were erroneous, 
and the District Court held with that 
view of the case.

The fact that thev are cousins-ger- 
maine caused their parents to 
frown on a match. 

Through a $25 money order the 
officers traced the counle to the Troy 
Laundry in South Main street. at 
which both were employed. There 
it was learned thev had quit their

PLANT PROPAGATING 
PLAN DISCONTINUED. 


EXPOSITION PARK GARDENS 
TO BE CLOSED, IS 
ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The gardens at Exposition Park 
devoted to the raising of plants for 
free distribution as an aid to patri- 
otic War gardening are to be closed 
this evening, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by 
Director Davidson. Mr. Davidson 
said that there is not sufficient popu- 
lar demand for the plants to warrant 
the continued expense of keeping up 
these propagating plots. 

“The people's money is simply 
wasted when spent in that way,” he 
said. “At least $200 has been 
spent on this undertaking, and it ts 


a pity to discontinue the plant dis- 
tribution as We. Pre prepared to 
put out 250,000 plants a month in- 
definitely.” 

Mr. Davidson says that the City 
Council of Defense agreed to furnish 
distribution of plants raised on these 
public plots and that this dis- 
tribution was only furnished (for 
some five weeks, and that for the 
past few weeks only such plants 


had been given out a8 were call®d/ 


for at the park. Altogether 1,700,000 
have been given out, as many as 
161,684 in one month. 

Mrs. J. T. Anderson denied that 
there had ever been such an agree- 
ment and said that the Exposition 
Park authorities had delivered to 
the Council of Defense headquarters 
for a number of weeks after which 
delivery ceased and plants for war 
gardens under the care of the City 
Defense Council had to be procured 
from some other source. Mrs. An- 
derson says she has just received a 
letter from Mr. Davidson's secretary 
announcing that the ground devoted 
to propagating plots is now to be 
used “for ornamental purposes.” 
Mrs. Anderson says that the work 
of preparation for fall gardening is 
now being begun and that by anoth- 
er month there should be a heakhy 
demand for young plants. 


WOULD SELL PLANT. 


Owner of Harbor Water Works Seeks 
to Dispose of It to City” 
at Low Figure. 


John T. Gaffey yesterday made an 
offer to sell to the Board of Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners his water 
system at the harbor for $6000, 
which he says is but one-third of 
the valuation placed upon it by the 
State Railroad Commission, 

The city, when it purchased the 
Seaside Water Company's system at 
the harbor, took over therewith a 
contract to furnish Mr. Gaffey’s wa- 
ter system 50,000 gallons of water 
per day.

Alienated Love of Another's 
Husband, Court Holds. 


Letter in Evidence Signed 


“Sweet Sugar Plum.” 


i Amount of Damages will be 


Announced Later. 


“The question in this case is not 
what to find, but how much,” said 
Judge Weller yesterday in comment- 
ing on the suit of Mrs. Ella Hen- 
rietta Bordeaux against Mrs. Emma 
J. Coolidge, asking damages for the 
filienation of the affections of her 
husband, Willlam D. Bordeaux, a 
young architect. The evidnce showed 
that Mr. Bordeaux had visited the 
home of Mrs. Coolidge in 1916 and 


did some work for her. It showed, 
the court said, that Mrs, Bordeaux 
became jealous, withour ~ without 
cause. She called on Mrs. Coolidge 
and asked her to refrain from hav- 
ing anything to do with her hus- 
band. She asked her not to allow him 
to come to the house and do work 
for her. 

After this warning it appears that 
Mr. Bordeaux left home and went 
to Arizona. The understanding was 
that he would obtain work and send 
for his wife. During the time that 
he was in Arizona Mrs. Coolidge 
wrote to him, her intention being, 
the court found, to alienate his af- 
fections. 

“The husband semed to be fickle,” 
“He seems to 
have had one affair prior to this 
one. After the testimony in this case 
1 do not see how any woman could 
have any affection for him. Mrs. 
Bordeaux for two years prior re- 
ceived only about $200 from him. 
In the former action between the 
couple, he was ordered to pay his 
wife $206 a month as separate main- 
tenance. He seems to have disap- 
peared. Me does not seem to have 
ben a very true husband or a very 
true friend.” 

The court gave judgment for Mrs. 
Bor@eaux and said he would con- 
sider how much damages to award. 

Mrs. Coolidge, who represented 
herself without legal assistance, told 
the court that she earned her —_ 
living. She exclaimed: 

“If I have done wrong in loving 
Mr. Bordeaux through sympathy, 
then I am guilty of this alleged 
misconduct. Why I wrote the let- 
ters 1 did, I cannot explain.” 

It was the letters she wrote 
rather than other things, that in- 
fluenced the court in finding against 


Mrs. Coolidge, She called him “Billy 
Boy.” She said she was tired “to- 
inght, but I would like to have 


you in my arms.” This letter she 
signed “Your Dear Sweet Sugar- 
plum Boy.” 

I. Henry Harris, attorney for Mrs. 
Bordeaux, agreed to walve argu- 
ment, as he did not desire to take 
adgntage of Mrs. Coolidge’s lack 
of ™-gal knowledge. 

Dr. Seth O. Coolidge, who filed a 
divorce action nearly a year ago, 
and whose divorce is not yet fina), 
was called by Mrs. Bordeaux as her 
Witness, and cross-examined by Mrs. 
Coolidge. He admitted that he had 
never observed the latter and Mr. 
Bordeaux acting unseemingly. 


RULES ON DIVORCES. 


State Supreme Court Hands Down 
Important Decision 
ing Decrees. 


The State Supreme Court has laid 
down an ‘mportant principle in the 
conduct of divorce cases, in affirm- 
ing the judgment of the Los Ange- 
les Superior Court, denying a decree 


of divorce to Gertrude Waldecker, In 
her complaint against Carl R. Wal- 
decker, who, she alleged, wag guilty 
of willful negiect, extreme cruelty 
and desertion. 

The wife appealed from the judg- 
ment of the lower court for the rea- 
son that the court had filed no find- 
ings of fact, but the Supreme 
Court holds that such action ig only 
necessary Where jssues of fact 
have been raised by pleas and de- 
nials. In this case the wife was de- 
nied a decree on her own showing, 
the husband failing to appear te 
fight the case. 


CLOSES HEARING ON 
CHARGE OF ANARCHY. 


Joseph F. Nardini, immigration 
inspector, yesterday concluded the 
hearing of the charge against Giglio 
Fionni, of the harbor, for whom a 
warrant of deportation ts sought 
on the ground that he is an an- 
archist,. Fionni has been in the coun- 
try since 1910. 

Ten witnesses for the defendant 
were examined, and the testimony 
will be sent to the Immigration De- 
partment at Washington for final 
action. 

It has been shown that Fionni has 
been very active in promoting the 
affairs of an Italian anarchist 
sheet published at Lynn, Mass., that 
has since been suppressed by the 
government.

WELFARE STATIONS AID. 
BETTER-BABIES WORK. 


HE committee in charge of the 
welfare stations established for 
the weighing and examining of 

children, as part of the campaign 
for child welfare year, is much 
encouraged with the response of the 
mothers. There has been a good 
attendance at most of the staticns, 
it is stated, particularly on the west 
aide. At some of the stations there 
has been a daily attendance of from 
thirty to forty children. Each sta- 
tion can take care of from twenty- 
five to fifty children a day. — 
There has been a little misunder- 
standing among parents as to the 
purpose for which these stations 
have been established. All the doc- 
tore and nurses at the stations are 
serving without compensation, deem- 
ing it a patriotic duty to assist in 
ecanpiling the data in regard to chil- 
dren which is to be forwarded to 
Washington at the request of the 
‘government. No medical treatment 
of any kind will be given at the sta- 
epened for this drive. if med- 


| 


ical treatment is found to be neces- 
eary after examination, the mother 
will be urged to censult her family 
Physician, or, if unable to pay for 
medical treatment, she will be ad- 
vised to take her child to one of 
the Board of Health's permanent 
welfare stations. 

This drive is for children under 6 
years of age, and every mother is 
urged to consider it her patrictic 
duty to bring her children to one 
of the stations. This is a national 
movement and has the indorsement 
of President Wilson. 


Next week a station for Japanese 
children in charge of Japanese doc- 
tcrs and nurses will be opened at 
No. 936 South Wall street. 

All stations are open from 9§% a.m. 
to 11 a.m. every Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, and will remain 
open until the work is completed. 
Precinct workers will start a vigor- 
ous campaign next week among the 
foreign popuilaticn to explain to them 
the purposes and benefit of these 
‘welfare stations. A great many of 
the nurses volunteering for this 
work are women who have taken 
the training under the Red Cross.

WAR PROPAGANDA FILMS 
MAY BE MADE HERE SOON. 


O HELP the Committee on Pub- 

lic Information in spreading | 

American propaganda, word 
was received yesterday by the west- 
ern division of the Motion-Picture 
Directors’ Association that the com- 
plete control of the making of gov- 
ernment film propaganda has been 
vested in the organization by the 
Division ‘of Films at Washington. 
The notification was received from 


J. Searle Dawley of the eastern divi- 
sion, the personal representative of 
the government. 

The action is considered of impor- 
tance by local film directors. Pros- 
pective nrmes for. a_ controlling 
board, which will have within 
province the selection of sobjects 
and their manufacture, and which 
will work in conjunction with the 
Division of Films, have been for- 
warded to Washington, and it is ex- 
pected that a committee of four will 
be selected today. These men, all 


assume immediate charge, it was an- 
nounced, and will furnish their 
services without recompense. 

The material to be produced, it 
was announced. by Roy Clements, 
secretary of the Directors’ Associa- 
tion, will consist almost entirely of 
dramas and comedies, all of them 
emphasizing Americanism. Each 
will tell a story in pictures and is 
to have its own purpose. When 
completed it will be turned over to 
the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion to be used in whatever part of 
the country that the film may be 
needed. 

This particular work of produc- 
tion, {it was announced, will be en- 
tirely separate from studio interests. 
Each director will donate his serv-

IN THE NINTH. 

While our four aspirants for the Re- 
publican nomination in the Ninth Congress 
District are working and talking against 
each other, the incumbent (who is not a 
Republican and who formed a part of the 
pacifist group in Congress) is in a fair way 
to walk off with the nomination. Such a 
condition is brought about by the notorious- 
ly-unfair closed primary law which permits 
a small minority of those voting’in a party 
Primary to dictate the party’s nominee. It 
is a sad commentary on representative gov- 
ernment that the electors of the great com- 
monwealth of California should permit them- 
selves to be so shackled by laws passed by 
unscrupulous politicians that they are un- 
able to unite on active, virile, 100-per-cent.- 
loyal Americans to represent them in Con- 
But it is bootless to complain about 
the weather while the roof is leaking; the 
thing at hand to do is to stop the leak. 

It may be argued that the voters of the 
Ninth District have the kind of primary 
laws they deserve; for they gave their su 
port to the political tricksters who fram 
the present primary law, and continued to 
support them after they saw its baneful 
effects. But the appeals and protests re- 
ceived by The Times reveal that the electors 
of the district are finally awake and are 
seeking honestly and earnestly to find a 
remedy. Congressman Randall does not 
represent-the sentiment of the Ninth Dis- 
trict; least of all does he represent the sen- 
timent of loyal Republicans. In a registra- 
tion affidavit he has taken oath that he ex- 
pects to support the candidates of another 
party, yet a petition has been filed to place 
his name in the Republican column on the 
primary ballot. The Times believes that 
any one of the four Republican candidates 
would defeat Mr. Randall easily, provided 
the other three would withdraw. But who 
shall withdraw? Aye, there's the rub. 

In a notable address before the recent 
Republican State convention of New. York 
ex-President Roosevelt gave the following 
counsel anent political wisdom and patriot- 
ism: 

_ The men elected this fall should not 

only be absolutely loyal, but possessed 

of broad vision, sound common sense, 
high character and unyielding resolu- 
tion: for they must grapple with tre- 
mendous international questions. A tim- 

id man, a half-hearted pacifist or a fool- 

ish visionary may do as much harm as 

the demagogue or conscienceless politi- 

cal trickster, And, of course, no-dis- 

loyal man or no man of merely luke- 

warm loyalty should be chosen, no 

matter what the ticket on which he 
puns. 

Mr. Randall's record in the last Congress 
does not square with the caliber of repre- 
sentative which the great Republican lead- 
ers are demanding at this time. But The 
Times repeats that some action must be 
taken by the Republican candidates to en- 
able the loyal Republicans of the district to 
concentrate on one man, lest Mr. Randall 
slip by with a minority nomination and rob 
the Republicans of a party candidate in the 
general election. A number of plans for 
compromise have been advanced, but none 
has been acceptable to the four candidates. 
Mr, Odell proposed an elimination commis- 
sion and pledged himself to abide by the 
commission's decision; but the plan did not 
appeal to the other candidates, for the good 
and sufficient reason that Mr. Odell insisted 
on namirfg the commissioners. While this 
jockeying for place is going on the time 
is rapidly expiring in which it is possible 
for a candidate whose nomination papers 
have been filed to withdraw.

the asphalt of lower Market street, San 
Francisco, with the bloody debris of mur- 
dered women and children. Despite that 
campaign of corruption, vilification and 
falsehood,. Mooney now occupies a cell in 
murderers’ row at San Quentin, dying in 
contemplation as many deaths as the whole 
of his victims before his miserable career 
shal! finally be ended by a hempen rope: 
a number of the witnesses who perjured 
themselves in his behalf during his trial 
have since been convicted in a Federal 
court of the commission of IW.W. out- 
rages elsewhere, and Mooney’s own union 
in San Francisco has just- elected as its 
business agent a clerk from the office of 
Dist.-Atty, Fickert, who so ably conducted 
the prosecution of Mooney and his con- 
federates. Mooney’s conviction was the one

In all the wild stuff that has flooded the 
country since Mooney’s conviction little has 
been said about the crime committed and 
much about “railroading” Mooney to the 
gallows. Does anyone believe that a police 
department presided over by men with pro- 
nounced Bolshevist tendencigs would have 
hunted down and arrested Mooney and Bil- 
lings, two notorious ‘agitators, if the evi- 
dence against them had not been so plain 
that it could not be ignored? Does anyone 
believe that a District Attorney who has 
always carried the labor-union indorse- 
ment in San Francisco would have chosen 
two labor-unton men as the victims if a 
.“frame-up” were contemplated? Does any- 
one believe that a judge elected by the 
labor unions would have denied two mem- 
bers of the San Franciee> Union Labor 
Council a fair trial?

There is an awakened conviction in San 
Francisco that the ranks of the fabor un- 
fons must be purged of murderers and for- 
eign spies; that these apostles of direct ac- 
tion form a malignant cancer that must be 
removed or the labor-union movement it- 
self will perish. Not all the men, not a 
majority of the men, not a large minority 
of the men who have banded themselves 
together in unions in the belief that they 
will thus secure higher wages, shorter 
working hours and improved working con- 
ditions are disloyal to théir country or mur- 
derers at heart. The Times regards them, 
under their present domination by despots, 
whose loyalty and Americanism is little 
more than a varnish, much as it regards 
the working classes of Germany under the 
domination of the Junkers.

That President Wilson should have writ- 
ten to Gov. Stephens suggesting that 
Mooney’s sentence be commuted because a 
question had been raised concerning his 
guilt is but an additional proof of the extent 
and the subtle nature of the Bolshevist-pro- 
German propaganda in this country. These 
propagandists have been able to cloud mo- 
mentarily the vision of the President, who 
{ts 3000 miles from the scene of the crime. 
The very integrity of the President's mind 
makes him at times a victim to conscience- 
less plotters whe cloak in the livery of 
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justice and loyalty hearts as black as those 
who plotted the rape of Belgium and the 
spoliation of France. His eyes are at times 
so firmly fixed on the dawn of liberty and 
a new world peace on the mountain tops 
that he fails to perceive the noxious sewage 
that pollutes the air of the valleys. But its 
stench fills the nostrils of us 
closer to the earth. We know that the 
sountry must be rid of these mercenary 
human fiends, these barterers of the lives 
and property of free men and virtuous 
women, if our civilization is to survive. 
Gov. Stephens is in a better position to 
judge, because he is here on the ground. 

The defense offered for Mooney is based 
on the contention that the courts of Califor- 
nia are corrupt, that they are knowingly 
sending innocent men to the scaffold. To 
pardon Tom Mooney at this time would be 
to convict the judiciary of the State: for, 
if Mooney is not guilty of plotting the pre- 
‘ paredness parade murders, the attorneys 
who prosecuted him and the judges and 
jury that have passed on his case are guilty 
of plotting the murder of Tom Mooney. 
The members of Mooney’s own union have 
shown that they are convinced of his guilt 
in electing E. R. Dillon, clerk in Dist.-Atty. 
Fickert’s office, as their business agent— 
the clerk of Fickert, mind you, the prosecu- 
tor who is trying to hang Murderer Mooney. 
To pardon him at this time would be an of- 
fense against law and order, against jus- 
tice, against liberty itself, second only to 
that for which Mooney and his confederate 
have been convicted.

The Woman's Land Army, with 
500 strapping wenches gladdening 
the hearts of Southern California 
farmers, has passed the stage of 
criticism and ridicule. It’s one of 
those established war revolutions 
that has happened with bloodless 
efficiency and nobody is sorry. 

But where at first the splendid en- 
thusiasm and enterprise of the thing 
carried it along, it is now become so 
very established that its board meet- 
ings have reached the trite old con 
dition of petty bickering, and that is 
&@ rampant pity. The thing is so 
good, so successful, so buoyantly effi- 
cient, has grown to such immense 
proportions, that it is certainly de- 
serving of a smooth-working and 
capable headquarters staff. And it 
hasn't got it. Of course all armies 
in the field are hampered by the 
petty snickerings and personalities 
of the civil government at home— 
ask any soldier or sailor in any old 
country, But that is not a good rea- 
son why an agricultural land army 
should not strive for perfection. 
dividually each member of the Land 
Army board is above reproach, col- 
lectively they are not—quite. 

There are seven members of that 
board — Mrs. Myrtle ~-Shepherd 


from Washington—strictly by corre- 
spondence; Mrs. Orpha Eastman, 
chairman of the Management Com- 
mittee, in whose fertile brain the 
idea originated; Mrs. O. P. Clark on 
the Labor Committee; Mrs. R. J. 
Waters on the Finance Committee; 
and Mrs. H. Russell on the Equip- 
ment Committee. Then there are 
Miss Florence Yock, secretary, and 
Mrs. Raymond Hoyt, treasurer. The 
treasury, by the way, is kept solvent 
by a wealthy Chicago lady with 
patriotic devotion, who prefers to re- 
main incognito. 

So far, so good. It is a worthy 
list. But Mrs, Frances,.a quiet, 
rather wistful little lady, famed for 
her petunias, doesn’t look or act a 
bit like any of the buoyant members 
of the.working army, She is abso- 
lutely above reproach as a woman, 
but lacks initiative, courage and 
forcefulness, as well as presence, as 
a State chairman of a big enterprise. 
Mrs. Eastman js a born manager and 
knows how to enthuse the employers, 
a valuable asset. Mrs. R. J. Waters 
is apt to be critical. She has the 
critical attitude strongly developed 
and sees everybody's faults. Mrs. VU. 
P. Clark is capable, efficient, but 
only stays half way through the 
meetings and never appears at other 
times. Mrs. Russell has attended 
just one meeting. 

At the meetings, therefore, time is 
largely taken up with complaints. 
Complaints from Mrs. Frances, com- 
plaints from Mrs. Waters, and argu- 
ments on all sides. Mrs. Frances is 
timid and’ sometimes querulous. She 
isn't used to meeting people, making 
speeches, and organizing big affairs. 

Now I want to see that board re- 
organized, preferably with a couple 


Py of brainy men on fit. While the ladies 


are clamoring for administrative of- 
fices in the various government com- 
mittees, I am equally partial to a 
soupcon of masculinity on them, too, 
This land army ig too big a thing to 
be allowed to wilt with pettiness. It 
is growing by leaps and bounds—it 
has long since outgrown its initial 
hastily chosen committee.

This seemingly abnormal increase 
is given in this report as that of the 
department of health and sanitation, 
and covers the period 
1902 and 1917. Two departments of 
the State administration even run 
higher than this. Under the head- 
ing, “conservation and ceneral re- 
sources,” an increase of 776 per 
cent. is shown, while the depart- 
ment known as debt service shows 
an increase of -665 per cent. The 
department known as protection to 
personal property and having a 
number of commissions under its 
direct supervision shows an increase 
of 453 per cent., while the public 
works department follows closely 
with an increase of 409 per cent. 

In this report the executive 
branch of the government at the
